By an act of Congress of March 
1997, for example, it was declared 
“that any American woman who 
married a foreigner shall take the 
nationality of her husband.” By a 
long line of decisions in the first half 
of last century it was held that mar- 
riage of an American woman to an 
alien did not deprive her of Amer- 
ican citizenship if she remained in 
the United States. It is questionable, 
therefore, whether the act of 1907 is 
retroactive and has the effect of 
making alien enemies of resident 
American-born women who are the 
wives of German subjects and who 
were married prior to March 2, 1907. 
The first legislation by Congress 
with respect to the effect of mar- 
riage upon a woman’s. citizenship 


was the act of 1855 which declared 


that “any woman who is now or may 
hereafter be married to a citizen of 
the United States, and who might 
herself be naturalized, shall be 
deemed a citizen.’’ The effect of this 
statute is to «confer citizenship upon 
all German women subjects who 
have married American citizens. 

Although an American-born wom- 
an who has marrfed a German sub- 
ject becomes herself a German sub- 
ject, her American citizenship re- 
verts to her upon the termination of 
her marriage by his death or di- 
vorce if she continue to reside in the 
United States. Likewtse, in the case 
of a foreign-born woman who has 
married an American citizen, her 
continued residence in the United 
States after the termination of the 
marriage relations ts considered an 
election of her husband's citizen- 
ship. 

In view of the constitutional pro- 
vision whereby all persons born in 
the United States are declared citi- 
zens, there will be many cases in 
which women will be compelled to 
register as German subjects, while 
thefr children, being native-born cit- 
izens, will not be required to do so.

SERVICE ABROAD “NOT MANY” 


German Paper Comments on Daniels’ 
Speech gnd British Fig- - 
ures on U. 8. Aid. 

THe HAGUE, April 22.—-The Co- 
logne Gazette comments on the fact 
that‘the British press has finally pu®- 
lished a few figures on American 
naval help, after Secretary Daniels’ 
speech in Cleveland. 

The papers say that the light cruis- 
ers under Admiral Sims have often 
been spoken of and that the increas- 
ing number of cruisers, destroyers, 
submarines, gunboats, and other ves- 
sels in use is also well known.
